DUBOIS' NEW BOND BBSOLUTIO 


Wliite Continues His Debat 


Santa Monica— A Donation 


to Hnntiufftou. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.— The senate gfl'

Ution of bills OD the calender, and BUC 
ceeded in disposing o! a large number 
The paragraph of the river and harbo 
bill for a deep water harbor at Santa 
Monica bay, California, la still uncom 
pleted. Mr. White of California fin 
iehed his speech iu oppoaition today 
and will be followed on Monday by 
Chairman Frye of the committee. 


A bill was passed to allow articles 


sent abroad for exhibition purposes to 
be returned free of duty. 


Mr. Morrill, chairman of the finance 


committee, reported a resolution recit- 
ing that, in view of the recent action ol 
the senate in directing an investigation 
of recent bond iaaues, that the commit- 
tee be authorized to conduct the investi- 
gation through a sub-committee; that 
authority be given to summon witnesses 
and administer oathe, and that the com- 
mittee be authorized to sit during the 
recess of congress. The resolution was 


- referred . 


The hill was passed for the deporta- 


tion to Canada of the Oree Indians, who 
tied to Montana at the time of the Louis 
Kiel rebellion. 


Mr. Dubois, Republican of Idaho, 


created a temporary Hurry on the bond 
question by asking immediate consider- 
ation of a joint resolution providing 
that hereafter no bonds shall be con- 
sidered by any officer until the Presi- 
dent has communicated to congress the 
necessity for the bonds and the amount 
of the issue, and until congress shall 
authorize the payment of bonds issued. 


"That seema quite important," inter- 


rupted Mr. Hill, "and it ought to go to 
a committee." 


"No," said Mr. Dubois, "let us have 
a vote of the senate." 


Mr. Sheriuaii suggested that this in- 


volved an important change of law and 
certainly it should go to the finance 
committee. lie objected to immediate 
consideration. 


"Then I would like a rote Monday," 
said Mr. Dubois. 


Mr. Palmer, Democrat of Illinoifl, re- 


ported back the bill to pension the 
widow of Captain Allabach, recently 
vetoed by the President, with a recom- 
mendation that it pass over the veto, 
and gave notice that he would call it up 
at the first opportunity. 


The bill waa passed for government 


participation in the Tennessee centen- 
nial in 1807. The President is to ap- 
point a government commission to have 
charge of the government exhibit. Ap- 
propriations of $30,000 for a government 
building and $100,000 for a government 
exhibit are made. 


Consideration of the river and harbor 


blli was then resumed and Mr, White, 
Democrat of California, proceeded with 
hifl speech opposing the location of a 
deep water harbor at Sauia itluuica, Cal. 
The eenator gave the evidence of mari- 
ners, commercial men, etc., along the 
Pacific Coast, showing San Pedro to be 
preferable to Santa Monica for the deep 
water harbor. Ho answered in detail 
the points mada by Mr. Corthell, who, 
according to Mr. White, is one of the 
foreigners representing Mr. Hunt ing ton 
of the Southern Pad lie railroad. Mr. 
White quoted from the reports of army 
engineers to show that Ban Pedro was 
best protected from the heavy seas from 
the west. Ho described Sauta Monica 
as a delightful bathing resort, frequented 
by thousands of people and said that 
any considerable number of railroad 
(racks centering there would destroy the 
present uses of the place. 


Mr. White spoke of Santa Monica ae 


"a condemned" place so far as tho army 
engineers hat! passed on the subject, 
and he asked why it was in making 
such an enormous appropriation that 
congress should seek to experiment with 
a condemned locality. 


The views of Lieutenant H. O. Taylor 


favoring Santa Monica were compared 
by Mr. White with those favoring Sou 
Pedro by Major Raymond and Professor 
George Davidson, the latter being at the 
head of the coast and geodetic survey on 
the Pacific coast. 


To avoid all further conflict Mr. White 


urged tbeadoption of his amendment re- 
ferring the question to a skilled board. 


He declared that the advocates of 


Santa Monica refused to accept an im- 
partial board,knowin|{thateach a board 
would report against them. When Mr. 
Huntingdon placed his wharf in Banta 
Monica bay no ono had any idea of a 
harbor at that point. If this harbor 
was built it would protect the Hunting- 
ton wharf and nothing else. 


"It will be a donation of $3,000,000 to 


a private corporation," said Mr. White. 
"It will be taking $3,000,000 which the 
United States enginecre have recom- 
mended to be not expended and spend 
it on an individual. It will not be for a 
public benefit, but for the benefit of an 
enterprising oarson who is developing a 
large 
commerce 
over one of the 


mostmagnificent wharves in the world." 


Mr. White closed with the declaration 
that it would be an outrage to set aside | 
the recommendation of army boarda : 
and give a vast appropriation which 
would specially benefit a private cor- 
poration and an individual. The sen- 
ator closed a 3 o'clock. 


Mr. Frye, chairman of the commerce 


committee, said that tie desired to make 
the closing statement, but Mr. White 
insisted that m the author of the 
amendment he had the closing word. 


Mr. Gallinger, chairman, sought to 


bring forward the pension cases on the 
calendar. This brought out the signifi- 
cant suggestion from Mr. Cockrell, 
Democrat of Missouri, that it was evi- 
dent, in view of recent events, that pen- 
sion bills would have to be passed 
speedily BO as to permit them to become 
laws by the expiration of ten days be- 
fore adjournment. 
The senate then proceeded to consider 


unobjected bills on the calendar, and 
passed a considerable number, includ- 
ing the following : Appropriating $300.- 
000 for a public building at Butte, 
Mont.; appropriating $25,000 for a 
monument to General Nathaniel Green 
on the battlefield ot Gnilford Court- 
house, N. C. ; extending to the follow- 
ing year the time which the university 
of Utah shall occupy lands granted to 
H; appropriating $10,000 for a statue of 
Commodore John D. Sbat at Monterey,

HOT ALL LOSS. 


Railroad Commissioner La Rue, who 


ha> lately traveled extensirely througli 
the state from Los Angeles as far north 
M Napa con«ty, makes tbu following 
statement in regard to the effect ol tbe 
April frost on the vineyards: 


"From Sacramento down as far as 


LOB Angelel county the loss is very 
heavy. I would say about 30 percent 
•ol tbe first crop is destroyed. In \olo 
and Solano counties, where are most!) 
Trine grapoa, the loss in the first crop 18 
almost total. In tlio raisin dutnot the 
Muscat, and Malagas will tlirow out a 
second crop that may bo better than 
usual. But to a great extent the frost 
bas been so revere .and the vines have 
been so badly injured that the next 
vcar's crop will ako ba affected. 
In 


Los Angeles county the losi was not so 
heavy, lint considerable damage has 
been done, not only to vineyards, but 
also to vegetables and other crops. In 
Kapa county I traveled from the lower 
end up to St. Helena, and found that 
nearlv all the grapes were killed. My 
own vineyard and Schramm's were tbe 
only exceptions I noticed. 
"Of course, it is hard to estimate wha' 


the total average loss will be, for we 
have had no such-season before to judge 
by. I will say that the loss in raisins 
will reach 50 to €0 per cent, and on wine 
grapes 60 to 70 per cent. There has not 
been as disastrous a frost since 1854 
There were not many vineyards then 
but the crops were entirely ruined by i 
heavy frost on May 22d in that year.' 


The railroad commissioner is hhneel 


.a practical vincyardist, and it ia not im 
probable that hie estimate will prove t 
be pretty nearly correct. If be ba 
properly sized up the situation th 
damage has been much greater than 
.generally reported, and the sbortag 
both to raisins and wine can not fail tr 
very materially effect the market. 


If the raisin crop is reduced one*ba 


»nd the wine output from ton to twent 
per cent more, the supply will fall shor 
of thedemand-and the loss to producer 
will in a large measure be made up b 
•the increased prices that will be real 
ized. 


The old saying that tbore is no los 


without some small gain holds good 
this instance. Tbe tendency toward 
overproduction and 
consequent 


prices of vineyard products will 8fe»tl 
modify the severity of tbe loss. A 
smaller output and better prices will b 
conditions not hard to endure.

Tim Woman's Congress and tlie Ke- 


inarkable Statements Heard 


There. 


SAN FHANCIWO, May 8 —The Repub- 


lican state convention has reminded 
Northern California again that there is 
B Southern California. 
Up iu, this 


region we are prone to regard ourselves. 
as the state and the settlements south of 
Tehacbapi as eastern colonies and rela- 
tively unimportant. It is the northern 
instinct to view these southerners as in- 
truders, who should be modest and rev- 
erent of the pioneer fathers. So wheu 
one-lunged hordes swarm across tbe 
desert and over the mountains and in- 
vest the capital, taking on the air of au- 
thority and bossing things generally, tbe 
old Californian finds himself bewildered 
and Beared. All bis political landmarks 
are rudely shifted,his traditions goggled 
and his sense of seniority is affronted 
when he is invited, or rather ordered, to 
fall In and march behind leaders who 
are famous in their own country, but 
strangers to him. He feels eore. A 
venerable Republican, who need to be 
important, but is BO no longer, said to 
me yesterday: "We've been captured 
by the tender feet. California is Repub- 
lican, tbe strength of the party is in the 
south, and as the south runs the party 
it runa the state. They aren't Califor- 
iiians at all those citrus fellows, and if 
they want to divide the Btate I'm will- 
ing. They've converted me. Wo might, 
as well be governed by Massachusetts ae 
to let this thing go on. What's left of 
the party iu the north IB a mere tail to 
the party in the south, I'm for a high 
partition fence at Tehachapi. That's 
the only way Californians can get Cali- 
fornia back into their hands again. 
We're sent to the r$ar and labeled has- 
beens by those orange-growing Invad- 
ers. '' 


Old-fashioned Republicans here are 


startled by the boldness with which the 
A. I1. A. manifested itself at the conven- 
tion. In this locality a politician who 
has dealingB with the A. P. A. prefers 
that tboy ehall be secret, lint there 
seems to be no diflidence of that kind in 
the south. A Republican who held a 
high local federal office under Harmon 
ave me his viowa: 
"If the Democrats have any sense and 


courage they will face tho situation at 
once and give HB a hard fight on an issue 
that there was no need to rinse. What 
business had the A. P. A.'s to show 
theineelvee at the convention anyhow? 
Tho Macs and the O'a weren't marching 
on the capital to capture it, but if the 
entire Irish population of the state bad 
been advancing under the leadership of 
their priests, the A.l'.A.'e couldn't have 
been thicker or more actively aggressive 
than they were at Sacramento. They 
dominated tbe convention, attempted 
no concealment and met with no opposi- 
tion. They have taken possession of 
the,party. They are etroiig, of course, 
but the connection has ita disadvant- 
ages, which the Democrats can make us 
feel if they have ttand. Tbe A.F.A. hna 
lost sight of its mission. It was born to 
rebuke bigotry and drive the religious 
issue out of politics. Now it appears to 
think that it is entitled to substitute it- 
self for tbe thing it came into exietenca 
to destroy. The A.P.A. an an organiza- 
tion devoted to downing Catholics who 
mek for olHce juet because they are 
Catholics is one thing, the A.P.A. ae aa 
organization fostering race and religious 
prejudice and reaching out for the 
ofiices on that basis la precisely aa ob- 
jectionable as the Y. M. 1. in politics 
can be. If the A. P. A. keeps on the

U U tti* low-browtd old tattle between 
St. Patrkk'i <Uy and the Twelfth ol 
July over again. For one. I could not 
believe in the last campaign that the 
Monitor, the Catholic chiuch'i otllcial 
weekly, WH not exciting ItwU utmecea- 
willy until tcduetrloui inquiry con- 
vinced me to the contrary. I took it 
(or granted that the war did not reach 
above the sound and intelligent curb- 
atone, that men ol education could feel 
only acorn (or a quarrel ol BO low and 
repulsive a character. But I (ound law- 
yers and doctors and business men. and 
politicians of all ranks, tatereatod and 
taking Bides. Candidates for the high- 
eat aa well as the humblest ofiices trem- 
bled leat ttioy should be proscribed by 
the Catholics one one hand or the A. I*. 
A. on the other, and their balancing 
matched the dexterity of rope-dancera. 
Terror reigned in tho newspaper oflicee. 
The policy of silence seemed safest, and 
it waa generally adopted.

secret will have to be fought in tbe day- 
light. And the sooner the better. The 
outcome cannot be doubtful. Both Bides 
will be routed by a third force—the 
Americans who prefer modern to medie- 
val politics and detest bigotry, whether 
ita banner be orange or green. The 
agony which it will cost the newspapers 
oil this city to declare themselves and do 
their American duty is too terrible to be 
described by iny pen, but the thing 
must be done. Dreadful as the fact is, 
it yet has to be realized: A newspaper 
must on occasion take too risk of offend- 
ing a subscriber. 


Two planks in tbe Republican plat- 


form will mislead the outside world ae 
to the state of public opinion in Califor- 
nia—the olanks declaring for free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 1C to 1 and 
for woman suffrage. The Republican 
party, in this city at any rate, is as well 
divided on tlio financial issue as is the 
Democracy. There is a strong silver 
sentiment, but then there IB aleo a strong 
gold sentiment. 1 have often asked 
politicians of both parties, whose busi- 
ness it is to feel the public pulse, bow, 
in their judgment, California stands on 
the monetary-issue, and theiranswer in- 
'ariably lias been that they didn't 
know. Consistency required that the 
convention should reaffirm tbe position 
it took two years 
ago, 
and 
un- 


doubtedly the cause of silver has 
been served by its action. Party men 
like to believe in their party's plat- 
form. Consistency also required that 
the position of two years ago on woman 
suffrage should not bo abandoned. Ae 
to Republican opinion on tbe subject it- 
nelf I don't think anybody who does not 
vary much desire 10 do so can deceive 
himself. Let any Californian aek the 
men he knows, and if hid experience ia 
like mine he will not find one in ten 
who intends to vote for the amendment. 
Mies Anthony and Mies Shaw and the 
other vieilioir missionaries will almost 
necessarily figure out a victory wheu 
they can point to the Republican plat- 
form and the great fact, which so ex- 
cites the Call, that the Gall has come 
forward as a champion of female suf- 
frage. But the mass of commonplace, 
tradition-controlled mates can't be made 
to fall in love with the new woman.

The 
output of vanity, feebleness and twaddle 
has staggered the reader of the daily 
newspapers that have passed it to print.

It is asserted that cases in which tlio 


ex-president has not been k::owu as an 
ittoriiey, and iu which he has acted only 
is advisory counsel, have netted him 
during thu past year more than a com- 
iwtency, while helms made over $ 85,- 
000 iu cases in which he appeared in 
court iu the past two years. 
Tho most 


important public CUPO in which ho has 
appeared since he returned I'roni Wash- 
ington, was tho litigation bctweeu tho 
city of ludiaiiiipolis and the street rail- 
way company, the former contending 
that tho charter of the company had ex- 
pired by limitation aud tho latter that 
tho charter was perpetual. 


Mr. Harrison appeared for Hio com- 


pany. Tho ex-president contended in an 
exceedingly ingenious argument that 
corporate privileges aro created by tlio 
state, aud that a city could not limit 
them by ordinance; that tho right to 
use the streets of a city ouco granted 
was perpetual, and could not bo limited 
or revoked. Judge "Wood of tho federal 
court coincided with this view of tlio 
law, and the case is now in tho United 
States supreme court ou appeal. For his 
argument in this case Mr. Harrison re- 
ceived a fee of $25,000, ami another fee 
of $25,000 as a retainer for tho supremo 
court. 


In the Henry Ives case, involving tho 


purchase of the Vandalia railroad by 
the "young Napoleon of finance," mill 
which was recently decided in favor ol 
McKeon, there was another fee of $35, • 
000 for the ex-president In the more re 
cent will case at Kiehmoiul 1:0 received 
a fee of $19,000, which would have been 
made, but lie consented to :i reduction 
of $7,000 iu order to advance a com- 
promise between thu heirs. An impor- 
tant case which lie aririn tl in the In 
diana supreme court was tliat involving 
the charter of the Kul River railroad, 
which was leased by the Wabash, be- 
cause it was a competing line in Indiana, 
and then suffered to go down. The state 
attempted to revoke the charter of the 
Eel River road on the f-rouiul that there 
was collusion between its management 
and the Wabash. In this case tlie ex- 
president received a foe of $22,000, al- 
though ho came into the e:iso after the 
issues were all joined and the battle had 
been fought in the lower court. 


It is said that he received $40,000 and 


a contingent fee of $10,000 in tlio Cali- 
fornia irrigation ense in which lie re- 
cently appeared in the United .States sn- 


court. In addition to tho fees for 


these services he received $1,000 for 


nch of 10 lectures delivered at tho Le- 


land Stanford college two years ago, 
milking, since his return to Indianapolis, 
ibout $150,000 that he is known to have 
received for his eon*iocs. 


It is saUl that ho takes more pleasure 


in his "out of court" cases than all oth- 
ers, aud that there is a strong probabil- 
ity that ho will eventually confine him-

consist largely of cases arising in tho 
management of great inc;trporated in- 
terests.

a fee of $10,000, is thus related: 


One morning Sir. Harrison received a 


letter from a linn engaged in buying 
municipal and state bunt!;;. Somo ques- 
tion hud arisen about the legality of the 
issue, and there was a differenco be- 
tween counsel that htid been consulted. 
A full statement of the facts, with a 
tender of a feo of $10,000, reached Mr. 
Harrison one morning, and ho innno- 
iliately net himself to studying the case. 
That afternoon ho visited Iho supremo 
court library, ran down along list of 
cascit ami found certain limitations In 
tho constitution of the ntnto in which 
the bonds were to lie issued that caused 
him to tlotibt their legality. The next 
dav he dictated nn npiiiinii, in which ho 


. set out the facts and suggested that 


j certain changes b« made, which, ho 


1 said, \vuuhi ivimive ail qiu-filiuiiyf tlmir 


illegality. It is not known whether this 
advice was followed or not. A friend 
who relates ihe story says that the in- 
vestigation occupied the greater part of 
one day and the opinion vcus dictated 
and niiuli-d tho next, and thus tho feo 
was practically $5,000 a day. 


It is said by Mr. Harrison's friends 


that ho thoroughly enjoys Uio study of 
cases, and in addition to making a great 
deal of money, ho is entirely free from 
the cares of office. 
They do not believe

Evils That Exist and Remedies Tha 


May be Devised for 


Them. 


EoiToit RKI-UULICAN :—I we tbftt yon 


"Mau About Town," in hia alterativ 
and corrective 
misalon of "mauliDg 


•things" which are iiot shaped juet to hi 
.liReinfE, applies hie remedial cudgel to 
the warrant brokers in your issue of thii 
morning. 


I am not, just at present, rushing 


headlong and .percipitoualy to their de- 
fense, for it is evident, even to a blim 
man with no dog to lead him or cane to 
guide him, that those gentry are fully 
capable and much concerned in taking 
care of themselves, and are not appeal- 
ing loudly for assistance. 


That heart would be callous and cold, 


indeed, which did not in pity go out to 
those who through disease, age or mis- 
fortune are unable to secure for them- 
selves food, clothing and shelter without 
appealing for the pittance'coldly doled 
in chnnty. 


However, I fear "The Man About 


Town," out of a sentiment of compaB- 
eion, ig training bis batteries on tbe 
chickadee birds to the exclusion of the 
gorging condors. Under onr not alto- 
gether perfect system of laws, it is the 
province of the boards of supervisors to 
provide for the necessitous and un- 
fortunate out of the general funds in the 
treasuries of the several counties. These 
funds are derived mainly from taxes 
paid by the people, so the matter of 
public alms-giving iu intrusted to the 
supervisors to dispense in a systematic 
manner. Ha vine done so much, your 
Gradgrinds, consoling their rudimentary 
consciences with the thought that they 
have mathematically provided for and 
disposed of all their obligations to tbe 
poor at their gatee, return to the all ab- 
sorbing and, to them, only Important 
mission of man on earth—that is—mak- 
ing money. 


It does not matter to him whether ho 


get) it one way or another, BO he gets it 
in eotue way which, under fiction of the 
law, is known as "legal." Does hunger 
appeal or pain cry out? "Go to tbe 
Board of Supervieore; you are provided 
a hospital." What does it matter to 
him that teare of agony flow when there 
is csiit-per-cent at stake. Nothing! And 
from a "business" standpoint, as the 
world now runs, he is right. 


Does your banker abate his toll of in- 


terest, because it works a hardship on 
the impoverished debtor? 
Not one 


whit. If the mortgage takes bis home 
and leaves him a pauper it is under a 
just application of tbe business rule, 
"To each his own." 
The command of 


the Master to "Pay that thou owest" is 
as binding as the injunction to remem- 
ber the poor. 


The difficulty complained of lies in 


the method, or rather, want of method, 


• in distributing the fund. County war- 
rants should paea current aa cash, but 
such IB not the case. Some county war- 
rants, for want of money in the partic- 
ular fund on which they are drawn at 
the time payment is demanded, draw 
intetest, and yet these do not pass cur- 
rent among merchants and tradesmen. 
This furnishes the occasion, but is not 
the cause for the existence of the war- 
rant broker. 


Nor can I wholly agree with "The 


Man About Town" in his strictures 
upon them. If they are over-greedy 
ami rapacious, after the manner ol Shy- 
lock, the banks and • bankers who pur- 
chase their shaved paper, than supply- 
ing them with "the ainews of war," 
must be but larger birds of the same 
breed. In fact many of these birds of 
prey bless themselves that they are so 
commisserate and kind and, like Lord 
Olive, recalling tbe days when the Eu- 
S 


hell wore looting India, say, "When 1 
o remember my opportunity, I am as- 


tonished at my moderation." 


I agree with "The Man About Town" 


that the hardship of the present method 
amounts to au evil which ought not to 
exist. No one can gainsay that the de- 
serving poor should have every cent 
contributed 
to their 
reUuf by the 


county. The supervisors, in doing the 
best they can under inflexible forms of 
law, must leave much to private charity 
to ameliorate. Now, let's get together 
and devise some remedy for the existing 
evil. What a drowning man wants is 
not sympathy, but a rope with a strong 
pull at the other end. 


The last legislature 
passed a law 


touching the sale of lands for delinquent 
taxes directly to the state instead of^to 
tax-title brokers, and giving the delin- 
quent owner five years to redeem by 
adding a penalty of twenty percent for 
each year the payment was delayed. 
This, by one stroke, wiped out the busi- 
ness of those eastern money brokers 
who sat around, like buzzards in dead 
trees, waiting for the unholy feast in 
fees and percentages which devoured the 
substance of the poor man but fattened 
not tbe state. 
That law alone was 


worth all that the last session of the 
legislature cost or will coot the state 
directly or indirectly. 


Now some liko simple method should 


be devised to protect the paper of the 
county from being scalped, and make its 
warrants as current as coin in the 
county. Why not issue them in sums 
of $1, $5 and $10, with interest at the 
present rate, payable ont of the several 
funds of a particular year at a certain 
date? I am sure they would then pass 
current by common consent, and could 
be ao arranged as, not to conflict with 
the national law on the issue of money. 


I confess I have not digested a plan, 


and my ideas are somewhat nebulous. 
In fact your criticism this morning is 
father to the thought. I caflt it out for 
a general discussion with the view of 
formulating a remedy of the existing 
evil which may be crystallized into a 
law by the next legislature. I am in 
favor of the abolition of all forms of un- 
necessary activities and employments 
as a means of existence. This sort of 
brokerage, like the brokerage ID tax 
sales, is of the sort I would thus ex- 
terminate by destroying the opportunity 
for its existence. 


Criticism, while a good thing in its 


way, 
is unprofitable unless its fruit is 


•correction. Let's make a way of exact 
remedy.

V£RY MILD WINTER. 


Comparatively LUU* Snow In tnc 


Mountain!. 


The winter juafc clHiDg in the nioun 


tain region has own tho moat remark- 
able one, in one nwpect, which the 
Southern Pacific Company baa ever ex 
perienced, according to General Super 
inteudent J. A. FWmore and others. 


Not a BUOW plow hu run a mile on the 


Central Pacific throughout the season. 
The big steam rotary plows have been 
cold and their bright paint unecratched 
in round-houses all winter. Not even 
an old push plow has bucked a shovelful 
of snow between Blue Canyon and Reno. 


There hae been no snow that the 


ordinary cowcatcher could not net away 
with. This, as stated, is the first time 
that railroad meu have seen such a 
thing happen since the first Central Pa* 
cific engine climbed the Sierras. Away 
back in the sixties, when construction 
was being pushed in the mountains in 
midwinter, the grading often being done 
in tunnels under the snow, BUOW plows 
were kept busy much of tbe time mak- 
ing roads for the construction trains. 


The vast and deep expanse of snow in 


the mountains which at first started 
despair and then the great snowsheds, 
was typical of the annual snows. ID 
ieaaons of average mildness since trains 
i&ye been kept running with fair regu- 
arity with the help of the snowsheda 
md the enormous push-plows which 
were rushed by several engines. Block- 
ides In the neighborhood of the summit 
lave been frequent, and one season 
our or five years ago, no train got 
hrough for four weeks. 
The remarkably light snowfall of this 
'ear has saved the company from SUOO,- 
MX) to ¥500,000. There have been no 
Blockades, no detention to travel, no ex- 
pensive washouts or landslides and no 
isastrous tunnel cavmga. The winter 
f tbe big blockade just referred to cost 
he company about $900,000, it is esti- 
mated. But then, on tbe other hand, 
ay the railroad meu, the business has 
eeu light this year to match the flav- 
>K- 
The condition of things has been 
early the same on the Oregon line, 
now plows were used but once in the 
iskiyou mountains aud that was last 
month. 


The light snowfall iu the inoutainB will 
kely be followed by a lack of the usual 
oods in the Sacramento and San Joa- 
uin valleys. 
These rivers are not 


kely to reach their usual stages of high 
ater. 
Another result may bo that there will 
e a shortage of water for irrigation later 
i the season in the central and upper 
arta of the San Joaquin valley; and 
i6 Yoaemite season will open early.

A permanent plan of arbitration to 


settle nil differences which may here 
after uriao between tho United States 


nd Great Britain is regarded as not un 


likely to bo tho outcome of tho effort of 
tho uduiiuiBtrution to secure tho arbi 
trntioii of tho VouoBUolan boundary 
question, which has already proved so 
effective. There is now no question thai 
tho Venezuelan dispute will bo submit- 
ted to arbitration by Great Britain. 
Lord Salisbury lias practically promised 
this. Indeed, Sir Julian Pauucefore, as 
liis representative, is now empowered 
to complete tlio preliminary negotia- 
tions with Secretary Oliioy for the pur- 
ppso of arranging for such an arbitra- 
tion. 
Mutters of detail arc now being 


discussed, tho principle having been 
conceded. 


Tho main question still at issue is as 


to what tho scopo of tho arbitration 
shall bo with respect to tho British sub- 
jects now resident in tho disputed terri- 
;ory, and, to throw light upon this, an 
uquiry is being made to ascertain dof- 
nitely just how many aro in this class 
and just how permanent are tho settle- 
ments which they huvo inada 


There has been a wide difference of 


opinion on both points. Tho number of 
British subjects resident in tho disputed 
crritory has been placed as high as 
40,000 in some of tho English claims, 
ilthough Lord Salisbury in his last 
mblished comimmicutioii to this gov- 
ernment only speaks of large numbers 
vitbout giving auy specific figures. It 
B believed ut the state department that 
hero nro only between 2, COO and 3,000 
jf those persons, and as to tho character 
:>£ their settlements tho opinion varies 
JCtwecii the English assertion that they 
ore permanent towns aud the belief en- 
crtuincd hero that they ;iro only tern- 
lorary mining camps.

tion, it is unimportant when compared 
with tlio permanent arrangement fur ar- 
bitrating all future disputes between 
tlin two great English speaking nations 
which tlio administration is hopeful of 
making with Grout Britain before this 
time next year, when its terra will have 
ended. 
This larger hupo has appeared 


above all the negotiations for tho settle- 
ment by arbitration of tho Venezuelan 
question, not only in the view of Pres- 
ident Cleveland nnd Secretary Olney, 
but of Lord Salisbury, and it hits latter- 
ly been expressed in terms by nil three 
of them. It cannot bo learned whether 
tho idea has yet been put in official form, 
but there is no doubt that tho represent- 
atives of both governments huvo put it 
in words in such a way as to indicate 
that they regard it not only as desira- 
ble, but its practicable, and 11 thing to 
bo accomplished an Boon us possible. 


Both governments want toBco it done. 


President Cleveland and Secretary Ol- 
ney would regard tho accomplishment 
of snch u result as tho crowning glory 
of their lives, aud Lord Salisbury is uu- 
dorstood to take a similar view of it.

bitration or whether a provision is to be 
madu for temporary tribunals, and, in 
either cose, how appointments nro to bo 
made and how tho countries nro to bo 
represented in them, aro all apparently 
yot to bo determined. Doubtless them 
aro practical difficulties iu the way in 
regard to these nnd other considerations, 
aud itwill take timo to determine what 
shall bo done about them. 


But it is as encouraging as it is im- 


portant to know tlnit tho very practical 
men now nt tho head of tho govern- 
ments of the United States and of Great 
Britain no longer consider a permanent 
arrangement for arbitration tho imprac- 
ticable dremu of idealists, but consider 
it well within tho province of states- 
manship and diplomacy.

out, if a red lantern, is broken tlio light 
shown becomes n whito one, and thus

distinguishable from ordinary lights, 
•Vincricau engineers have como general-

:atiug for n change desire to sec intro- 
duced hero the English system, which

Kaisiu Grower for Elim- 


ination. 


The committee appointed by tbe 


Chamber of Commerce and the Hun- 
dred Thousand Club to fix prices and 
regulate tbe selling of raisinf) has been 
working quietly but persistently for two 
weeks, or more, holding meetings nearly 
every day. There baa been much to 
ook after and tbe duties require care 
and judgment. It io believed that plans 
are now practically complete. 
The 


committee conelato of Arthur B. Briggs, 
Emil F. Bombard, George L. Worlow, 
Alex Goldstein and Louis Guiidelfinger. 
Mr. Briggs ia chairman and Mr. Bern- 
lard Is secretary. 
A representative of the 
REPUBLICAN 


was informed yesterday by Mr. Briggs 
that the committee had prepared an ad- 
dress which will be given to the growers 
the latter part of this week. Thie ad- 
dress will be sent to all tbe raisin grow- 
ers in Freano and the adjoining coun- 
ties. It will give the .platform on which 
the committee wilt work this season. 
To this will be appended a copy of the 
contract between growers and the cor- 
poration. 


The principal advantage of the plan 


aa it has now been formulated is the 
concentration of the selling of raisins. 
This in itself should be a aufiicieut in- 
ducement for all growers to unite; for it 
is well known that the trouble hereto- 
fore has not been in the producing of 
eood raisins but in marketing them. 


There ia no doubt but that the con- 


centration ol selling will materially en- 
hance the value of the product of the 
vineyards. But in addition to this ad- 
vantage the committee has, in the 
course of its investigations, discovered 
that a very material saving in the 
handling of the goods can be made by 
eelling them here, instead of in the 
east, north and south.
